Tliere Is no great sign, however, that peo- 
ple generally do view present trends as dan- 
geroua.

If the courw of events is Indeed a menace 
to American freedom. It will probably mjulre 
aome poalUve. easily measurable lou ot 11b-

nany words. Only the nallty of evmU seems 
likely to Impress them. 

But should they some time decide that an- 
other course Is wise, tTiey might well hope for 
men of the caliber ot Dr. Bush to help lead 
them down that new path.
